Thank you for inviting the Muslim Public Affairs Council to participate in the federal interagency 
meeting on November 5, 2015. We would like to share this memo as guidance for the followiag 
issue of concern on behalf of the American Muslim community. 

FBI CVE Program 

1. On October 16, 2015 the FBI convened a ’’Community Focus Group” which comprised of faith 
and community-based groups to have the “opportunity to review FBI products regarding the 
community’s involvement in deterring violent extremism and [to] provide constructive feedback 
on this endeavor.” 

We learned that the FBI wants to partner with communities on prevention and mtervention efforts 
in order to counter violent extremism. Through this partuership, the FBI would establish a 
Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) with a community group called Shared Responsibility 
Committees (SRC), which comprises of professionals equipped to deal with mental health issues, 
family counseling, religious literacy, etc. The established MOU with the SRC is the FBI’s effort 
to creating partnerships and increasing intelligence sharing between law enforcement and local 
commiinities. The aim of the SRC is to rehabilitate an individual who has been identified by the 
FBI. 

Additionally, we were briefed on a new web-based program aimed at high school students (9^ — 
12 grade), set to laimch on November 2, 2015. This program focuses on educating our youth on 
violent extremism. Educating our youth on countering violent extremism and those who become 
extremists and identifying various ideologies through a web-based program designed as a game 
can lead to unintended negative implications, mcluding being bullied. According to the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services, 20 percent of students in grades 9-12 experience 
bullymg, 15 percent of high school students are cyber-bullied and the frequency of students being 
bullied is disturbingly high, with 40 percent of students experiencing being bullied more than 
once a month. 


a. The FBI should support local communities and community-based programs in their 
efforts to maintain safety and security. In light of the FBI’s role" for criminal 
investigations and prosecutions, the FBI should not have the lead involvement in CVE 
programs. We would like more information on where the SRC has been piloted and more 
details around the SRC and web-based prograihs.

RE: Letters sent to the FBI, DHS, and DOJ dated the 26*** of October, 2015 

Your letter has been forwarded to my attention for appropriate response as the Section Chief 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation’s Countering Violent Extremism Section. While your input is 
greatly a^reciated, it is my perspective that your letter is not entirely consistent with our discussion 
on the 16*" of October. Your letter makes a number of assertions which are incorrect and 
inaccurate. We invite your representatives to attend a meeting at FBI HQ on Thursday, October 
29*" at 3 :00 pm to engage in further discussions. 

Your continued input is important as we all have an important role to play in fulfilling the 
White House’s mandate. As you may recall in 2011, the White House disseminated its National 
Strategy for Empowering Local Partners to Prevent Violent Extremism in the United States. The 
document directed federal agencies to enhance information sharing, facilitate a greater 
understanding of the threat posed by radicalization, strengthen law enforcement cooperation and 
expertise, and assist communities in building resilience against extremist propaganda. 

Regarding our website “Don’t Be a Puppet,” I wOuld note that the FBI has a long history 
of educating communities on public safety issues — ^ranging from gangs and drugs to the more 
recent threat of cyber crime. The FBI has accepted invitations to send its agents and other 
professionals into schools for decades to openly discuss these issues and to urge young people to 
turn away from crime. In this same spirit, the “Don’t Be a Puppet” program is educational in 
nature and does not ask or require teachers to report crime or suspicious behavior in their 
classrooms or to discuss FBI operations and policies. 



While invariably the key to success in countering violent extremists is at the community 
level, the role of the FBI is to jEUlly collaborate with our partners by sharing informa tion and lending 
support whenever practicable.
